Since  it's  beginning  as  Fitchburg  Normal  School  graduates  of 
this  fine  institution  have  been  able  to  take  pride  in  their  many 
accomplishments. 

Fitchburg  State  College  has  continued  to  grow  and  expand  into  an 
academic  institution  which  offers  a  variety  of  educational  opportunities 
for  its  students.  This  year  marked  changes  in  many  areas  of  the  college 
community  ranging  from  insignificant  to  the  important.  The  college  had 
the  opportunity  to  say  good-bye  to  a  important  and  influential  leader  in 
President  Vincent  J.  Mara. 

The  members  of  the  Class  of  1995  have  left  their  mark  upon 
Fitchburg  State  College  and  have  become  a  piece  of  the  cherished 
history  which  has  made  F.S.C.  a  special  place  for  so  man}  . 
Good  Luck  to  the  Class  of  1995  in  whatever  vou  do! 
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Vincent  J.  Mara,  Ph.D.,  has  served  for  20 
years  as  the  eighth  president  of 
Fitchburg  State  College. 

A  graduate  of  Worcester  State  College,  Dr. 
Mara  earned  his  doctorate  from  the  University 
of  Connecticut  and  began  his  career  in  educa- 
tion as  a  teacher  at  Rice  Square  Elementary 
School  in  Worcester.  After  serving  for  1 0  years 
as  assistant  director  of  what  is  now  the  New 
England  Science  Center,  he  joined  the  faculty 
of  Framingham  State  College,  where  he  be- 
came director  of  admissions  and  academic 
dean. 

During  the  1 970's,  a  difficult  period  for  higher 
education,  he  was  selected  as  intern  president 
of  Salem  State  College  with  the  charge  of 
restoring  student  and  faculty  confidence  in  the 
institution .  That  task  completed ,  he  was  named 
president  of  Fitchburg  State  College  in  1976. 

At  Fitchburg,  Dr.  Mara  quickly  embarked 
upon  an  ambitious  course  that  resulted  in  a 
host  of  accomplishments,  including  establish- 
ment of  a  new  general  education  program,  an 
on-campus  alumni  office,  and  programs  to 
strengthen  faculty  scholarship  and  teaching. 
New  or  refocused  majors  in  business  adminis- 
tration, industrial  technology,  economics  and 
communications/media  were  instituted.  Two 
new  dormitory  complexes  were  completed, 
nearly  doubling  the  resident  population  of  the 
college. 

Dr.  Mara  also  established  a  foundation  and 
oversaw  three  fund-raising  drives  that  resulted 
in  a  3.5  million  endowment.  New  ties  to  the  off- 
campus  community  were  developed,  including 
creation  of  the  Montachusett  Economic  Cen- 
ter, which  assists  local  businesses  and  non 
profit  agencies,  and  annual  performing  arts 
and  lecture  series.  Innovative  evening  pro- 
grams for  adult  and  part-time  students  were 
launched,  including  new  graduate  offerings  in 
counseling,  business,  and  criminal  justice. 

Also  during  Dr.  Mara's  tenure,  a  series  of 
international  initiatives  were  begun,  establish- 
ing Fitchburg  State  branches  in  several  foreign 
countries  and  increasing  the  international  stu- 
dent population  to  nearly  100. 

Dr.  Mara  has  been  a  major  force  in  efforts  to 
lobby  lawmakers,  his  fellow  presidents,  and 
the  general  public  in  support  of  funding  for 
state  colleges.  His  opposition  to  the  highly 
centralized  Board  of  Regents  of  the  Dukakis 
administration  was  outlined  in  a  series  of  opin- 
ion pieces  published  in  newspapers  across  the 
state.  His  stand  was  ultimately  affirmed  when 
the  state  legislature  restructured  the  Regents 
into  a  coordinating  council  with  a  much-re- 
duced staff  and  level  of  influence  over  campus 
affairs. 
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Dr.  Mara  has  traveled  extensively  throughout  the 
United  States,  Europe  and  the  Far  East,  studying 
educational  programs  and  pursuing  the  international 
exchange  of  ideas.  Last  spring,  he  played  host  to  exiled 
Haitian  President  Jean-Bertrand  Aristide,  with  whom 
he  discussed  international  educational  issues. 

Dr.  Mara  has  held  leadership  posts  in  a  variety  of 
charitable  and  community  organizations,  including  the 
local  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  North  Central  Mass. 
United  Way  and  the  Thayer  Symphony  Orchestra.

Somtimes  it  just  takes  awhile  to  get 
things  clicking.  Such  was  the  case 
for  the  1994  men's  soccer  team. 
After  four  games  the  Falcons  were  0-3- 
1  and  facing  their  first  losing  season  since 
a  4-8  campaign  in  1981.  But  then  came  a 
2-1  win  over  UMass-Boston.  Then  a  5-3 
overtime  decision  at  Worcester  State.  By 
the  time  the  Salem  State  game  rolled 
around  the  Falcons  had  slowly  crept  up  to 
3-5-1  They  would  not  lose  again. 

Behind  an  inspired  team  effort,  sparked 
by  the  return  of  injured  junior  fullback 
Jason  Richardson,  FSC  did  something 
they  had  not  done  since  1988-  defeated 
national  power  Salem-State,  2-1.  They 
then  reeled  off  four  more  victories  before 
concluding  the  season  with  a  hard-fought 
2-2  tie  with  North  Adams  State.  The  tie, 
by  the  way,  knocked  North  Adams  out  of 
contention  for  the  MASCAC  title. 
Third  year  head  coach  Tony  Conte  saw 


his  team  come  together  with  strong  play 
at  both  ends  of  the  field.  With  just  three 
seniors  graduating  from  this  team,  The 
Falcons  are  in  good  position  to  field  a 
winning,  title  contending  team  once  again 
next  fall. 

The  one  man  the  team  counted  on  offen- 
sively this  year  was  senior  forward  Dean 
Nichols.  The  fourth  year  player  had  a 
simply  phenomenal  season,  scoring  19 
goals  and  10  assists  for  48  points -second 
in  the  MASCAC.  Nichols  scored  at  least 
one  goal  in  all  but  two  games,  and  either 
scored  or  assisted  on  29  of  the  team's  38 
goals. 

For  his  efforts  Nichols  became  the  sec- 
ond FSC  player  to  earn  MASCAC  Player 
of  the  Year  (Jason  Malone  captured  this 
award  in  1 99 1 ).  He  was  an  AII-M  ASC  AC 
selection  for  the  third  straight  year.  One 
of  the  school' s  most  prolific  scorers  ever, 
Nichols  ranks  third  all-time  in  goals  (137 ), 


first  in  assists  (40)  and  third  in  points 
(114)  (records  kept  since  1978). 

Another  senior  forward,  Chris  Dupuis, 
posted  another  terrific  season.  Dupuis 
scored  10  goals  and  6  assists  for  26  points. 
Junior  Takashi  Adachi  (5-4-14)  and  jun- 
ior John  Toney  (3+6=12)  were  the  other 
Falcons  in  double  figures. 

The  defense  was  led  by  senior  Jason 
Petrie,  who  made  All-MASCAC  Second 
Team  in  his  finest  season.  Iunior  sweeper 
Steve  Grico  made  AII-M  ASCAC  Second 
Team  for  the  second  straight  year. 
Richardson,  meanwhile,  was  perhaps  the 
team's  most  solid  backfield  performer. 

In  net  freshman  Scott  Robertson 
emerged  as  a  very  reliable  netminder, 
posting  a  1.59  goals  against  averaging 
while  starting  the  last  six  games.  Ed  Suarez 
gave  FSC  a  tough  goalie  tandem,  record- 
ing a  goals  against  average  of  2.99.

The  Falcons  won  their  first  eight  games 
n  1 994,  outscoring  their  opponents  37-5. 
rheir  first  loss  was  to  eventual  champion 
^lorth  Adams  State,  a  1-0  defeat  on  a 
luke  goal.  FSC  won  two  of  its  next  three, 
ncluding  an  impressive  2-0  win  at 
iVestfield  State,  before  dropping  its  last 
hree  games  to  powers  Gordon,  Salem 


State  and  Bridgewater  State  (all  three 
games  by  a  2-0  score). 

Defensively  the  Falcons  played  smarter 
than  the  Professor,  holding  the  opposi- 
tion to  just  16  goals  in  15  games. Senior 
Allyson  McGinn  led  the  way,  being  named 
All-MASCAC  Second  Team.  Sopho- 
mores Kelly  Koscielecki  and  Melissa 
Bourie,  plus  freshmen  Cory  Larkin  and 
Stacy  Barrett  were  all  solid.  Junior  Kristen 
Wiley  was  off  to  a  great  start  in  the 
backfield  before  a  broken  leg  sidelined 
her  in  game  six.

A 
very  young  Falcon  squad  recorded  the 
best  season  in  the  1 1  years  of  FSC  football  to 
give  cause  for  excitement  on  the  gridiron. 

The  Falcons  won  their  first  two  games  by 
scores  of  20-0  (over  Curry)  and  24-0  (over 
Framingham  State),  then  won  their  finale  21-

Head  coach  Mike  Woessner  led  the  team  to 
three  victories  after  going  winless  in  his  first 
year  at  the  helm.  With  that  strong  nucleus 
coming  back  the  Falcons  will  be  looking  for 
more  in  1995. 

Probably  the  biggest  story  was  the  rise  of 
the  FSC  passing  game.  Behind  freshhman 
quarterback  Jason  Dyer,  the  Falcons  led  the 
NEFC  in  nearly  every  passing  category  in- 
cluding yardage,  completions  and  touch- 
downs. Team  records  were  set  in  each  of 
those  categories.

Women's  Cross  Country 


For  the  second  straight  year  the  FSC 
women's  cross  country  team 
dominated  the  M ASCAC  Champi- 
onship Meet  to  take  home  yet  another  first 
place  trophy.  Taking  four  of  the  top  eight 
places,  the  Falcons  set  a  meet  record  for 
low  team  score  with  27  points.  Second 
place  Framingham  State  could  only  see 
dust  in  the  distance  with  60  total  points. 
The  title  was  Fitchburg  State's  and 
coach  Jim  Jellison's  fifth  overall 
MASCAC  Championship.  The  Falcons 
won  three  straight  from  1986-88. 

For  the  second  year  in  a  row  FSC  won 
the  team  title  without  benefit  of  the  indi- 
vidual championship. 


Senior  Coreen  White,  Kim  Walsh  and 
Tina  Rouine  finished  2nd  (running  a 
19:46),  3rd  (19:55)  and  7th  (20:23).  re- 
spectively, to  earn  ALL  MASCAC  hon- 
ors. For  White  and  Rouine  it  was  the  third 
time  they  have  earned  such  honors. 

Overall  it  was  a  very  strong  year  for 
the  Falcons  harriers,  FSC  started  the  sea- 
son placing  10th  of  25  teams  in  the  tough 
Bryant  Invitational.  White  was  FSC's 
top  finisher,  taking  16th. 

Aside  from  the  MASCAC  title,  the 
highlight  of  the  1994  season  was  a  team 
victory  in  the  Greater  Worchester  Cham- 
pionships, which  included  the  Division 
111  schools  in  the  Worchester  area.  White. 
Rouine  and  Walsh  finished  1-2-3  as.  FSC 


cruised  to  22  points,  compared  to  second 
place  Clark's  50. 

The  Falcons  hosted  two  meets  this 
season,  a  three-way  meet  with  Tufts,  and 
Holy  Cross  and  a  dual  meet  with 
Simmons.  In  the  tri-meet  FSC  finished 
behind  the  powerful  Tufts,  while  topping 
Holy  Cross.  In  the  Simmons  meet  it  was 
another  1-2-3  for  FSC,  this  time  in  the 
order  of  Walsh,  White  and  Roguine. 

At  the  New  England  Division  III 
Championships  the  Falcons  finished  1 2th 
overall.

Second  year  head  coach  Lisa  Valardi 
sandwiched  a  tough  middle  of  the 
season  with  a  strong  beginning  and 
end  to  see  her  team  finish  at  6-8-2  overall 
and  2-2-1  in  the  MASCAC.  That  record 
was  good  for  a  third  place  finish  after 
winning  the  championship  outright  last 
year. 

It  took  that  offense  some  time  to  get 
rolling,  but  by  the  third  game  the  duo  of 
senior  Erika  Oliver  and  junior  Wendy 
Gagliani  was  clicking.  FSC  won  or  tied 
four  of  its  first  six  games  to  sit  at  3-2-1  at 
one  point. 

In  mid-season,  though,  the  goals  be- 
came tougher  to  come  by.  The  Falcons 
went  through  seven  straight  scoreless 
games  to  fall  to  3-7-2.  It  was  against  old 
nemesis  Salem  State  that  the  drought 
ended.  Goals  by  Oliver,  Meredith  Hertel 
and  sweeper  Ericka  Klimko  gave  the  Fal- 
cons a  3- 1  win  and  kept  them  alive  in  the 


title  hunt.  A  heartbreaking  overtime  loss 
to  Worcester  State  followed,  however, 
and  FSC  settled  for  third  place.The  Fal- 
cons did  win  their  final  two  games  to 
finish  6-8-1  on  the  year. 

Gagliani  paced  the  team  in  scoring  with 
5  goals  and  3  assists  for  13  points,  while 
Oliver  trailed  with  5  goals  and  1  assist  for 
1 1  points.  Hertel,  Klimko  and  junior  Tina 
Leger  were  the  other  players  with  two 
goals. 

Oliver  finished  her  four  year  career  as 
one  of  the  school's  all-time  leading  scor- 
ers. With  26  goals  and  12  assists  for  64 
points  she  ranks  4th  all-time  in  goals  and 
3rd  in  total  points.

The  Fitchburg  State  hockey  team 
just  keeps  on  rolling.  After  win- 
ning the  ECAC  North/Central/ 
South  Championship  game  a  year  ago, 
the  Falcons  put  together  another  sensa- 
tional season. 

The  team  won  22  games,  tying  the  school 
record  set  in  the  1987-88  season.  Overall 
they  were  22-6-0.  They  finished  a  perfect 
16-0  in  ECAC  North  play.  They  boasted 
the  top  three  scorers  in  the  North.  They 
advanced  to  the  ECAC  N/C/S  Champion- 
ship game  once  again.  Head  coach  Dean 
Fuller  won  his  200th  career  game.  The 
only  thing  they  did  not  do  was  repeat  as  N/ 
C/S  champions,  as  the  Falcons  dropped 
the  final  game,  5-1,  to  arch-rival  UMass- 
Dartmouth. 

FSC  started  the  season  with  four  of  their 
five  toughest  games  of  the  season.  They 
dropped  a  pair  in  the  Rochester  Institute 
of  Technology  Tournament,  then  faced 
the  two  teams  they  would  later  meet  in  the 


semifinals  and  finals.  At  home  they 
downed  Skidmore,  6-3,  then  lost  a  5-2 
decision  at  UMass-Dartmouth  -  results 
which  would  be  eerily  similar  to  their 
playoff  games. 

The  ECAC  N/C/S  tournament  selection 
committee  seeded  the  Falcons  second  in 
the  playoffs,  behind  Central  champs 
UMass-Dartmouth.  UMD's  early  season 
win  over  the  Falcons  proved  critical  as  it 
was  the  deciding  factor  in  claiming  the 
top  seed  and  home  ice  throughout  the 
playoffs. 

In  their  opener  at  the  Civic  Center,  FSC 
took  on  Assumption,  the  team  they  beat  in 
the  Championship  game  a  year  earlier. 
Powered  by  three  first  period  goals,  the 
Falcons  rolled  to  a  6-4  decision.  The  key 
to  this  game  was  FSC's  ability  to  answer 
Greyhound  goals.  Three  times  the  Fal- 
cons scored  within  one  minute  of  As- 
sumption tallies.  Five  players  scored  for 
the  Falcons  while  senior  Rob  Horn  made 


27  saves  in  net. 

The  semifinal  saw  the  return  visit  of 
Skidmore,  the  South  regular  season  cham- 
pions. After  a  see-saw  3-3  first  period,  the 
Falcons  exploded  for  three  unanswered 
goals  in  the  second.  Team  leading  scorer 
Steve  Baldassare,  a  junior,  scored  twice, 
while  freshman  Damon  Moore  scored  two 
of  his  three  goals  on  the  year  in  this 
contest.  Sophomore  Aaron  Abitz  posted 
39  saves  in  the  win. 

The  finals  featured  the  two  schools 
which  had  split  10  of  the  previous  1  1 
ECAC  championships.  After  taking  a  1-0 
lead  in  the  first  on  a  Baldassare  power 
play  goal,  things  turned  dramatically  in 
UMass-Dartmouth' s  favor.  The  Corsairs 
scored  three  second  period  goals  in  a  2: 1 6 
span,  then  hung  on  the  rest  of  the  way. 
Two  late  third  period  goals  made  the  final 
5- 1 ,  and  the  Falcons  went  home  already 
with  thoughts  of  next  year. 

Baldassare.  an  ALL-ECAC  North  and 


All-MASCAC  First  Team  selection,  had 
a  huge  year.  With  29  goals  and  34  assist 
for  63  points  he  not  only  led  the  MASC  AC 
and  ECAC  North  in  scoring,  but  put  to- 
gether the  third  best  scoring  year  in  school 
history. 

Park  finished  his  brilliant  career  as 
FSC's  sixth  all-time  leading  scorer.  The 
team  captain  ended  up  with  148  career 
points,  tying  him  with  Mark  Abbott  ('92) 
for  sixth  place  on  the  list. 

Juniors  D.J.  Conte  and  Pat  Turner  again 
provided  FSC  with  a  solid  1-2  punch  on 
defense.  Both  were  in  double  figures  in 
scoring  and  +/-  points.  Conte  earned  All- 
MASCAC  Second  Team  honors  and 
A11ECAC  North  honors. 

In  net  it  was  Horn  and  Abitz  w  ho  again 
gave  the  Falcons  a  terrific  goaltending 
tandem.  Horn  posted  a  14-3  record  with 
3.60  gaa.  while  Abit-  was  8-3  with  a  4.21 . 
Horn  made  All-MASCAC  Second  Team 
honors.

Avery  young  Falcon  team,  with 
but  two  seniors,  found  the  going 
tough  throughout  the  1994-95 
season.  FSC  struggled  all  season  long, 
finishing  with  an  0-2 1  record,  0- 1 2  in  the 
MASCAC.  This  is  the  first  time  in  school 
history  the  team  has  gone  winless. 

Not  much  went  right  for  second  year 
head  coach  Lisa  Valardi  and  her  troops. 
This  was  a  team  that  did  not  lack  for 
effort,  but  just  had  trouble  putting  things 
together.  Two  of  the  defeats  were  particu- 
larly tough,  a  53-5 1  decision  at  Curry  and 
a  62-58  home  loss  to  Worcester  State. 
Both  games  came  down  to  the  final  minute 
with  the  Falcons  unable  to  pull  off  the 
victory. 

Senior  captain  Allyson  McGinn  fin- 
ished her  outstanding  career  as  one  of  the 
most  prolific  rebounders  in  school  his- 
tory. With  767  career  rebounds,  McGinn 


trails  only  Lynn  Dorow's  824  on  the 
alltime  list  at  FSC.  Her  8.6  per  game 
average  is  also  second  only  to  Dorow. 
The  two-time  All-MASCAC  Second 
Team  selection  is  also  third  in  blocked 
shots  with  88,  and  tenth  in  scoring  with 
658  points. 

This  season  McGinn,  who  was  also  an 
All-MASCAC  soccerplayer,  topped  FSC 
with  her  10.4  rebounds  per  game  and  was 
second  in  scoring  at  9.9  per  game. 

Junior  Becky  Robidioux  paced  the  squad 
at  13.3  points  per  game  and  was  second  in 
rebounding  at  8.5.  She  and  McGinn  were 
among  the  MASCAC  leaders  in  blocked 
shots  with  26  and  23,  respectively.

he  FSC  men's  basketball  team 
made  big  news  this  winter.  Their 
I  -— -  13 12  season  record  was  the  team's 
best  since  going  20-7  in  1 985-86.  Their  6- 
j5  MASCAC  mark  and  third  place  finish 
ivvere  the  best  since  that  1985-86  season. 
(The  Falcons  also  hosted  a  first  round 
MASCAC  Championships  tournament 
game  for  the  first  time  ever  -  and  ad- 
vanced to  the  semifinals  for  the  first  time 
fever. 

Ironically,  the  success  of  head  coach 
Bob  Bond's  team  was  overshadowed  by 
B  single  play.  Junior  Mike  Raimon  pulled 
[off  a  hidden  ball,  between  the  legs,  fake 
[out  everyone  in  the  gym  play  which  was 
spotlighted  literally  across  the  world  (see 
inset  story). 

The  Falcons  opened  the  season  with  a 
sparkling,  5-1  first  semester  record.  The 
newcomer  Raimon  came  out  of  nowhere 
to  lead  the  team  in  scoring  in  four  of  the 
six  games,  including  a  39  point  outburst 
against  Western  New  England. 


The  optimism  set  forth  by  the  first  se- 
mester results  carried  over  into  the  sec- 
ond semester,  though  not  with  quite  the 
same  success.  FSC  neither  won  nor  lost 
more  than  two  straight  games  the  rest  of 
the  season.  They  defeated  Westfield  State, 
79-76,  for  their  first  victory  over  the  Owls 
since  1985-86.  FSC  then  won  two  more 
MASCAC  games  to  give  them  their  first 
three  game  conference  winning  streak 
since  -  you  guessed  it  -  1985-86. 

The  Achille's  heel  for  the  team  in  the 
second  semester  proved  to  be  non-con- 
ference foes,  against  whom  FSC  went  1- 
4  after  the  break.  Nevertheless,  FSC  fin- 
ished the  season  in  third  place  in  the 
MASCAC  and  earned  the  home  court 
advantage  in  round  one.  Their  opponent 
was  Framingham  State,  a  team  which  had 
rallied  from  20  down  to  beat  the  Falcons 
just  one  week  earlier. 

The  playoff  game  would  have  a  similar 
plot  with  a  different  ending.  The  Falcons 
roared  to  a  60-35  halftime  lead,  but  saw 


the  pesky  Rams  scramble  back  once  again. 
The  home  team,  however,  fought  off 
Framingham' s  comeback  attempt  to  win 
93-83  and  advance  to  the  semifinals  at 
North  Adams  State.  Raimon  poured  in 
24,  while  sophomore  Seante  Harris  added 
21  in  the  win.  Senior  Richard  Harding 
posted  1 0  assists  and  became  the  school' s 
all-time  leader  in  that  category. 

In  the  semifinals  FSC  took  on  seventh 
seeded  North  Adams,  which  had  earlier 
knocked  out  second  seeded  Bridgewater 
State.  On  their  home  court  the  Mohawks 
shot  a  scorching  7 1  %  in  the  second  half  to 
FSC's  25%  to  overcome  a  two-point  half- 
time  deficit  and  end  the  Falcons'  season. 
98-76. 

Despite  the  disappointing  loss.  FSC 
enjoyed  many  exciting  highlights  over 
the  season.  Besides  posting  their  best  win 
totals  in  years,  the  team  set  a  school  mark 
(records  kept  since  1978-79)  by  averag- 
ing 85.2  point  per  game. 

The  big  storv  individually  was  senior 


Richard  Harding,  who  seemed  to  break 
records  on  a  weekly  basis.  Harding  aver- 
aged 16.1  ppg  on  the  season,  finishing  his 
career  as  FSC's  fifth  all-time  leading 
scorer  with  1276  points.  Harding  is  now 
the  school's  all-time  leader  in  assists  (332), 
steals  (180)  and  three-pointers  made  (77). 

Raimon  was  a  newcomer  who  made  a 
huge  impact  on  the  program. 

Besides  his  now  famous  shot,  he  found 
time  to  average  20.2  points.  4.8  rebounds. 
3.2  assists  and  3.2  steals  per  game.  The 
latter  is  an  FSC  single  season  record.  He 
also  nailed  73  three-pointers  and  had  81 
steals  -  both  school  records. 

Harris,  a  point  guard,  and  senior  for- 
ward Eric  Freund  were  the  other  t\\  o 
Falcons  in  double  figures  in  scoring  at 
13.4  and  11.9  points  per  game,  respec- 
tively. 

Freund  and  fourth  year  player  Nick 
Chareas  were  the  team's  top  rebounders 
with  respective  averages  of  5.4  and  5.0 
per  game.

It  was  not  exactly  what  coach  Bob 
Murray  had  in  mind  coming  off  a 
MASCAC  Championship  season. 
Hopes  for  a  repeat  performance  were 
dashed  fairly  early,  as  he  was  seeking  to 
find  the  right  combination  in  the  starting 
lineup. 

The  team  never  really  was  able  to  get 
momentum  on  its  side.  After  dropping  9 
of  the  first  1 1  matches  (including  a  Ster- 
ling Cup  win  over  Worcester  State),  FSC 
did  win  two  of  three,  taking  Mass.  Mari- 
time and  Anna  Maria.  What  followed 
however,  was  a  2-8  stretch  before  finally 
putting  consecutive  wins  to  together.  FSC 
won  the  season  finale  over  Rivier,  then 
won  the  opener  of  the  MASCAC  Tourna- 
ment against  Mass.  Maritime.  Round  two 
of  the  tourney  came  against  eventual 
champion  Bridgewater  State  and  FSC 
found  its  season  over.

The  Falcons  finished  the  year  at  8-19 
overall,  but  did  post  a  winning  confer- 
ence record.  'They  ended  up  3-2  in  league 
play  and  in  third  place. 

Senior  captain  Melanie  Fullerton  had 
her  finest  season,  being  named  All- 
M  ASCAC  First  Team.  Sophomore  Leslie 
Lemon  had  a  very  solid  season  both  as  a 
setter  and  a  hitter.  Senior  setter  Christine 
Stone,  playing  her  first  varsity  season, 
was  probably  the  most  improved  player 
of  the  team.

The  Fitchburg  State  women's  track 
team  concluded  another  award 
winning  season  this  past  winter. 
Three  athletes  earned  All-New  England 
[honors  and  two  All-ECAC  honors,  as  the 
jFalcons  finished  1 2th  in  the  New  England 
Division  III  championships. 
I  Junior  Wendy  Gagliani  continued  the 
success  she  enjoyed  last  spring.  She  was 
crowned  the  New  England  Division  III 
champion  in  her  favorite  indoor  event  - 
'the  55  meter  hurdles.  Gagliani.  who  was 
an  All-MASCAC  First  Team  field  hockey 
player  this  fall,  won  the  event  in  a  per- 
sonal best  time  of  8.65.  That  time  made 
her  a  provisional  qualifier  for  the  NCAA 
Championships  (in  the  end,  however,  she 
did  not  qualify). 

Gagliani  also  earned  All-ECAC  honors 
in  the  400  meters,  coming  in  sixth  with  a 
time  of  60.25. 


A  terrific  all-around  athlete,  Gagliani 
displayed  her  versatility  at  Coast  Guard 
this  winter,  when  she  won  the  50  yard 
hurdles  in  7.3  and  took  first  in  the  400 
meters  (60.8).  Gagliani  also  finished  third 
in  the  longjump(16'5)and5th  in  the  shot 
put  (26'0). 

Sophomore  Anne  Marie  Kicza  had  an 
outstanding  season  as  a  high  jumper  as 
well.  She  won  the  ECAC  Championship 
with  a  season  best  5'3  1/4.  Kicza  also 
came  in  second  in  the  New  England  Divi- 
sion Ill's  for  the  second  straight  year, 
clearing  5'3. 

Senior  Tina  Rouine  took  sixth  in  the 
1000  meters  (3: 12)  at  the  NE  Ill's,  despite 
running  out  of  the  unseeded  heat.  She 
earned  AllNew  England  honors  indoors 
for  the  first  time  in  her  illustrious  career. 
She  was  12th  at  the  ECAC's  in  the  800 
meters  (2:25.93). 


Freshman  Katie  Brace  came  on  strong

62.43.  She  finished  third  at  the  Smith

with  a  leap  of  32'8  at  the  Smith  meet. 

At  the  Wesleyan  Invitational,  senior 
Coreen  White  took  third  in  the  1 500  meters

meter  relay  with  Gagliani.  Rouine  and 
Brace,  the  relay  finishing  third.
